WARSAW, Oct. 17 (AP)—Eight Labor members of the British parliament touring 


Europe declared tonight that Prime Minister Stalin had told them in Russia that he had no 
thought of making war and wanted to settle political and economic issues with the United States. 


The Britons, headed by Konni Zilliacus. aaid Stalin added that if the U. S. and Britain 


did 33ot desire to "settle differencesT^'we shall wait until uiey regain" their lesson."
